The correspondent who, in last week's issue of this Journal, called 
attention to the fact that for several vears the Chief Rabbi has not 
delivered the customary Talnmtudical Discourse on Shabbat Hagadol 
at the Great Synagogue was, I believe, voicing local opinion. Ancient 
traditions bind the Great Synagogue in a peculiar fashion to the Chief 
Rabbi of the day, and it is a thousand pities that Dr. Hertz does not 
continue the traditions with greater warmth. <A fitting opportunity 
presented itself last Friday evening, when the new Cantor at “Puke’s 
Place” was inaugurated into his office. The absence of Dr. Hertz from 
the impressive service was remarked.and deplored. For the Chief 
Rabbi to have spent this. particular Sabbath in the Kast End would 
have been heartening to the members of the Community living in 
this part of London and would also have afforded a graceful public 
welcome to a newcomer about to join the ranks of the Communal 
Clergy. The visit might have been utilised for the usual Talmudical 
Discourse, and to say that the enthusiasm aroused by an earlier address 
of this kind would certainly have been repeated is no reflection on 
Dayan Hillman. Nor was there any announcement that Dr. Hertz 


would deliver a Talmudical Discourse at any other Synagogue. Perhaps _ 


there was good reason for the omission; I do not know. But it is 
greatly to be hoped that these are not straws indicative of the cul- 
tivation by the occupant of the Chief Rabbi’s office of a certain aloof- 


ness from his flock. The Chief Rabbi’s office calis for more than high 


politics and “communal diplomacy.” The Community would dearly 
love to see the Chief Rabbi more frequently in their midst, and the 
Community, it should be remémbered, includes Jews who live East, 
‘as well as West, of Aldgate Pump. Verb. sap. 
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Gold of Ophir. 

Mr. St. John Philby has arrived at Mecca after an adventurous 
journey of some three months from the Persian Gulf across the Rub’ 
al Khali—the “ Empty Quarter ’—-of South-East Arabia. He is the 
first European to visit the ruins of Ubar, near the southern edge of 
the great desert. Mr. Bertram Thomas, in his remarkable crossing 
of the Rub’ al Khali from south to north twelve months ago, was 
shown bv his guides the ancient track which led to Ubar, and though 
he was not able to inspect the ancient site, he hazarded the suggestion 
that Ubar might be the Biblical Ophir, whose “ pure gold” was a 
cliché of the writers of the sacred books. It has been said that “* men 
have sought for Ophir throughout the ages and throughout the world,’”’ 
and there have been few gold-bearing regions of the world in which 
the credulous have not thought to find it. The mention of Ophir in 
Genesis x. 29. as one of the descendants of Shem seems to support 
the Arabian theory, and the passage in the First Book of Kings, x, 
14-15—with its reference to the gold which came to Solomon from 
Malchei' ha-Erev has been deemed conclusive. The Jewish Publication 
Sociefy’s translation renders the phrase, however, not as “ Kings of 
Arabia.” but as * Kings of the mingled people.” Mr. St. John Philby’s 
discoveries may help to settle the controversy, and further details 
are cagerly awaited, 


** Jewish Influence '' in Hampstead. 

The Secretary-General of the Imperial Fascist League, in a 
characteristic outburst of petulant spitefulness, complained in the 
Press that the cancellation of the meeting which was to have been 
held in the Hanipstead Town Hall “ was merely another instance of 
the maintenance of the conspiracy of silence about the Jewish control 
of the people of Britain, which will ultimately incite the latter to 
violence.” Though we cannot help feeling that the wish is father to 
the thought on the part of the numerically insignificant coterie which 
seems to be afflicted with a species of monomania, the veiled threat 
1s unworthy of attention. save as an example of the Fascists’ habitual 
exaggeration and inability to judge the signs of the times. So far 
as we are aware, the action of the Borough Council was the result of 
intervention by asingle Jewish resident of Hampstead, whose attention 

"AS attractéd by the terms of the posters advertising the meeting, 
and he was unsupported by any official step on the part of the Board 
of Deputies. , The plain deduction is, therefore, that the true character 
of the meeting was self-evident to the local authorities as soon as 
the language of the posters (which they had not hitherto seen) ‘was 
pointed out to them. We do not imagine that there is on anyone s 
part a desire to burke a discussion of the pros and cons of Shechita, 
pro\ ided that fair opportunity is given for the statement of the evidence 
in support of the humanity of the Jewish method of slaughter. 


The real ground on which objection could be taken to the meeting 
both by the Jewish Community and by the local authorities was the 
announcement, *‘ Questions invited on any aspect of the Jewish 
Menace,”’ thus indicating that Jew-baiting (in the absence of the 
victims) was the true purpose of the gathering. It is all the more re 
grettable, therefore, that the Report of the Shechita Committee of the 
Board of Deputies, published last Sunday, omitted to mention this 
vital phrase. Thisis, no doubt, the result of the matter’s having been 
reported upon by the Shechita Committee, whose interest would be 
focussed upon the Shechita aspects of the incident. Had the question 
been brought before the Press Committee, its more general, and, we 
believe, its true nature, would have been properly brought out. This 
is one of the defects—not usually serious—of the Deputies’ Committee 
system. Questions often fall within the province of more than one 
Committee, and the greatest care is necessary to secure proper co- 
ordination. The easiest solution is the holding of joint meetings of 
the Committees interested. In this case, we imagine, the precaution 
was omitted because the incident was already closed and there was 
no other work for the Press Committee last month. The Report on 
this subject should, however, have been submitted to the Chairmen 
of both Committees. 


The Weinberg Casting Pen. 

Judging from the fact that it was the Deputies’ Law and Par- 
hamentary Committee, and not the Shechita Committee, that reported 
on the Slaughter of Animals Bill and on the proposed Deputation to 
the Markets Committee of the City of London Corporation on the 
subject of the Weinberg Casting Pen, these two questions have been 
taken out of-the hands of the Shechita Committee. The Law and 
Parliamentary Committee has, of course, on previous occasions dealt 
with the Slaughter of Animals Bill, on the ground, presumably, that 
the question at issue for the Jewish Community is not now the securing 
of exemption for Shechita, but the conflict within the Community as 
to the constitution of the Rabbinical Commission, It is folly, however, 
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to suppose that the Shechita Committee can be relieved of a) 
responsibilities in connection with the Bill, and that there jc - 
to be done in the House of Commons in connection with the <, 
of Shechita. We should have expected, therefore, to hear fre 
Shechita Committee whether they have taken steps to see th, 
Jewish case is properly put before Members of Parliament hef., 
during the discussions of the Bill.

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Obituary. 


Mr. L. 8. ABRAHAMSON. 


The death occurred on Monday, in his sixty-eighth yea:, of Mr. 
Lionel Samuel Abrahamson, a prominent public and communal 
worker, of Newport, who bad, of recent years, lived in London. He 
was born at Plymouth in 1864, and was the son of Mr. Charles 
Abrahamson. He was active in practically every branch of Jewish 
work—Zionist, Friendly Society, social, charitable and educational, 
as well as being an energetic member, fora considerable time, of the 
Newport Municipal Council and of the local Board of Guardians, to 
which he was several times returned at the head of the poll. He bad 
been President of the Newport Hebrew Congregationand of the Ponty- 
pridd Congregation which he formed, and Warden of the Newport 
and Brixton S\nagogues. He was a member of the Executive 
Councils of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies and the 
Jewish War Memorial since its inception. He was one of the pioneers 
of the Jewish Friendly Society movement, and was from 1920 to 1927 
Grand President of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham, 
In Freemasonry he was s senior P.M. in Mother Lodges a P.P, 
Grand Officer. Province’of Monmouthshire, and a P.P. Grand Warden 
in M.MM. He was appointed Vice-Commander and member of the 
Executive Council of the original Chovevé Zion, 1891, and 
Commander in 1894. He was a member of the United Synagogue 
Keren Huyesod Committee, founder and for many years Chair- 
man of the South Wales Zionist District Council and Vice-President 
of the Brixton Zionist Association. While at Newport, Mr. 
Abrahamson identified himself fully with municipal and charitable 
work. He was Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Corpora- 
tion and of various other town Conmittees. He did much valuable 
work for the local Hospital, and was Treasurer of the fund for 
providing free meals and enterta nment for the poor children of the 
town. The deceased was, in his younger days,a keen Rugby foot- 
baller, and took an active interest in encouraging the formation 
of Athletic Clubs. He was a Vice-President of the Welsh Football 
Association and of the Welsh Cycling Union. 


Mr. P. WATTENBERG. 

Mr. Philip Wattenberg, a prominent American Zionist and 
former member of the Execu‘ive Committee of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America and of the Executive of the American Jewish 
Congress, die! in Jerusalem last week after a severe attack of 
asthma. Mr. Wattenberg had just arrived in Jerusalem from Tel- 
Aviv, together with a number of other American tourists who had 
gone to Palestine a week ago on board the “ Aquitania” for the 
Passover pilgrimige and the Palestine Levant Fair. - He went to 
Palestine in 1925 for the opening of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem, and gave at that time a sum of 100,000 dollars for the 
erection of the building for the University D partment cf Physics 
and Mathematics, named the Einstein-Balfour Institute. In 


accordance ‘with his own wishes, the deceased was buried in 
Jerusalem, 


Mrs. KE. ELLENBOGEN (Bulawayo.) 


Mrs. Ettie Ellenbogen, who died recently at Bulawayo, at the 
age of forty-one, was prominently asscciated with local communal 
and charitable work. She was Secretary of the Seaside Fund Child 
Welfare Society, and a member of the Committee of the Jewish 
Ladies’ Communal League, the Bulawayo Zionist Society and of the 
Entertainment Committee of the Maternity Home. 


PROFESSOR Sir P. GEDDES. 


The death is reported from Montpellier, in France, of Professor 
Sir Patrick Geddes, the famous so iologist and town-planning 
expert, who designed the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, working 
out the plans in the autumn of 1919, in conjunction with Mr. Mears, 
the well-known architect. Sir Patrick, who was seventy-seven 
years of age, was in Montpellier in connection with the project for 
establishing an International University there.

Mr. Jacob Pinto at the previous meeting, and an amendment 
by Mr. Lewis Pass proposing specific alterations, Mr. ©. ». 
Brandon, in resuming the debate, said the real object of the 
amendment was to do away with the body of Elders. ‘he 
Yehidim had no power to do anything of the kind. 1t was 
plainly stated in the laws that the Elders were the Congregation, 
the Yehidim being a mere creation of that body. He doubted 
whether, if the amendment were carried, there could be found 
twenty persons out of the whole Covgregation willing and 
capable to act on the proposed Council. 

Mr. A. Romain said that the whole of the agitation had 
arisen in consequence of the persistent obstinacy of the Elders 
in refusing to issue a proper balance-sheet. 

Mr. A. M. Seb&g (one of the Mahamad) intended to support 
the amendment. Among the body of Elders there were gentle- 
men wh, for reasons either of advanced age or for some other 
cause, were no longer capable of attending to the affairs of the 
Congregation. 

Mr. J. Pariente expressed in strong terms his disapproval 
of the line of conduct adopted by Mr. Sebag, who from the day 
he was elected an Eld r had declared himself a“ fusionist” and 
had expressed a desire to hand over their ancient Synagogu 
with its funds to the “ Ger nans.” 

The amendment was put to the meeting and negatived by 
10 to 18. The original motion was negatived by 12 to 16.

Jewish Banking Influence.

T is not surprising that the question of the alleged banking power 
of the Jews has been the subject of discussion at the Board of 
oputies, though the refusal of the Board’s Press Committee to 
nd rtake an investigation of this subject—more especially in view

oems a debatable decision. It is inevitable that in stormy times

‘he banks and the banking system. A _ highly industrialised 
nd commercialised modern world is linked indissolubly with 
this system, and the prosperity of the one is bound up with 
the prosperity and the integrity of the other. If things go awry 
with trade and commerce the tendency is to blame the banker, and 
‘o findin his alieged Machiavellian machinations the cause of all the 
-oubles and misfortumes. And as “banker” means “Jew” in 
eyes of millions of the misinformed or half informed, the danger 
oplicit in such a situation and the necessity of discovering 
the real facts, need no emphasising.

Ofcourse, even if it were true that the Warburzs did 
really finance Hoover's election single-handed—which the published 
facts disprove—-the suggestion that they did so with ulterior 
political purposes and not as private members of the Republican

“THEN again the King Charles’ Head of Jacob Schiff's influence is 
dragged out by M. Coty. Schiff financed Japan in -her 
war against Tsarist Russia, not as an ordinary banking operation, 
jut with the far-reaching design of weakening the Tsarist autocracy 
and releasing the Jews from its oppression. Again, embittered 
surmise, resting on no conceivable possibility of proof. Arguing in 
this way, it is possible to see every world operation and movement 
‘through a distorting mirror of prejudice and pre-conceived ideas, 
with disastrous results to national concord and international peace. 


No action, however innocent of sinister purpose, would be free from | 


suspicion, the suspicion and distrust that are the curse of humanity 
‘o-day! In times gone by, it is true, a good deal used to be heard of 
the necess'ty of bringing Jewish banking influence to bear every 
‘ime a Jew-baiting Power came into the money market for a loan, 
' question whether this policy—in any case, a policy dictated by 
merciful considerations, and fraught with loss to the bankers con- 
cerned if it failed—was attempted on more than a very few 
vecasions, and in the light of modern attacks on the arbitrary use 
of banking power it is questionable whether it was wisely conceived 
and was not calculated in the long run to do far more harm than 
good. No advantage can come from the Jewish banker, standing in 
the world’s capital cities, rattling his money-bags, and demanding, 
in ultimatum language: “ Justice for Jews—or no Loan!” Other 
nations are tempted to interpret such posturing as the effort of one 
tyranny to crush another that is no worse ! 
HEN “the evil of Jewish banking influence” is on so many 
| lips, however, it is worth recalling testimony of a far 
different character. It was Mr. Lloyd George, I believe, who 
nentioned, with fervent admiration, the fact that when the British 
Government, at the outbreak of the Great War, consulted the late 
Lord Rothschild on financial measures, his lordship’s answer was; 
Tax the rich—and tax them heavily,” or words to that effect. 
There was nothing of the banker's greed or Machiavelianism in that 
utterance. I need not stress here, too, the classic case of the purchase 
of the Suez Canal Shares with the help of the House of Rothschild, 
€xcept to say that, quite apart from political advantages, it has 
turned out a most lucrative investment for the British Treasury!

HE great question that arises out of all these discussions and 
attacks is, however, whether the power of Jewish banks, 
whether for good or evil, is not being grossly exaggerated in the 
world of to-day. It is here that an investigation by the Board of 
Deputies might possibly have done some good, for there is every 
reason to believe that those who are seeking to make the Jew the 
scapegoat of the present crisis have not got their facts correctly, 
and are living in a financial world which is rapidly passing away. 
An excellent article which endeavoured to set down the truth 
appeared not long ago, in the B’NAI B’rItH JouRNAL, the organ of 
the British branch of the B'nai B'rith movement. The writer, 
described as one in a position to know, analysed, without any pre- 
possessions, the actual position of. Jews in banking, and the influence 
they exerted, and came to the conclusion that the general public 
have rather an exaggerated notion of this influence which some 
decades ago was, he says, certainly infinitely stronger than it is 
nowadays. The Board of Deputies, if it should see fit toalter its 
mind, might do worse than take this article as the starting-point of 
its inquiry!

T is worth glancing at the analysis, within the small space at my 
command, premising that there is no attempt to under-estimate 
realities. The subject is treated under three heads, viz., Jews in 
(1) Central Banking, (2) Joint Stock Banks, and (3) Private Banking. 
Under the first heading it is noted that the first President of the 
American Federal Reserve Board was a Jew, Mr. Paul M. Warburg, 
while his latest successor is another Jew, Mr. Eugene Meyer. Inci-

other day! If the Bank of England is responsible for all the sins 
laid at its door, the Jews cannot be blamed. Not even the serio- 
comic German anti-Semites have yet discovered that Montague 
Norman is a Jew! <A very similar state of things, as regards 
Jewish membership, by the way, is revealed by the list of the Stock 
Exchange Committee. 
TILL more interesting is the case of the Joint Stock Banks. For 
some reason or other Jews have found little scope in these 
institutions, so far as this country is concerned. Not only is their 
management entirely in non-Jewish hands, but very few Jewish 
names are found among their Directors. Pretty much the same 
applies to the United States and France. In Germany, where the 
banks are largely the result of the gradual absorption of private 
banking firms, many of the prominent posts were entrusted to Jews. 
But the German banking system has now fallen largely under 
Government control, and the recent downfall of such financial 
giants as Jacob Goldschmidt—through no dishonourable conduct of 
his own—must have largely reduced Jewish influence and power. 
The ill-fated Kreditanstalt, in Austria, was, of course, always largely 
under Jewish management. But that great institution is now bat 
a shadow of its former self, while in Switzerland, apart from the 
Managing Director of the Swiss Banking Corporation, M. Dreyfus, 
Jewish influence is not apparentin the control of banking institutions, 
* 
URNING to private banking, there are a number of well-known, 
indeed world-famous, Jewish concerns in New York, which 
have, however, in the pure banking field, been largely superseded 
by the enormous “ super-centralised"” banking organisations. In

by a number of Jewish firms. But the greater part of the private 
banking business in London is certainly not in Jewish hands. A 
large proportion of the private banking houses in Germany are 
Jewish, but in Holland and Belgium only a comparatively small 
number of Jewish firms conduct an important international business, 
while in France private banking business is not of major conse- 
quence. The “haute banque” includes only the names of two well. 
known Jewish houses, several firms of Jewish merchant bankers, in 
addition, being found in Paris. 
HE above, I believe, gives a fairly accurate picture of the Jewish 
position in the Banking world. It shows that, in the very 
highest regions, it is very far from being the dominant power which 
many believe or profess to believe, and that, as one goes down the 
scale,to Joint Stock banking, Jewish influence is often ofthe meagrest, 
¥7and even where once strong is now patently weakened by the causes 
Gres mentioned. Even in the field of private banking the ground 
has been largely cut away from under the feet of the Jewish banker. 
~For what are, no doubt, good reasons, bankers have not, in the past, 
descended into the arena of public discussion and defended them- 

: selves against accusations. Perhaps, like the Board of Deputies, 
' they regarded them as emanations from irresponsible quarters, and 
: did not feel called upon to reply to ignorant popular clamour. Or 


E perhaps the necessify did not arise in any acute form, and it 


: is only in recent times, with the attack on bankers intensified 
by economic misfortune, that Jewish and other bankers have had 
cause to standtotheirdefence. Whatever the reasons it would seem 


that some authoritative exposition, at all events of the dimensions 
and activities of the Jewish banking power, would not be amiss. 
It might well present a record of achievement—in its contributions 
to the building of the modern world that would inspire respect 
and admiration, a record which ought not to be besmirched in the 
attempt to find a scapegoat for present discontents, or belittled by 
the assailants of institutions which, after ail, grew up quite 
honourably. under a generally accepted and practised capitalist 
system. Let it not be forgotten, too, that the Jewish banker isa 
product of history, rooted in conditions encouraged, if not imposed, 
» by external agencies. If he grew to be a power it was because his 
honesty and capacity were trusted, and over all the broad field of 
his activities it has yet to be proved that that confidence has been 
misplaced! With the waning of his power—if lam correct in my 
supposition that it has waned—new men will, more and more, 
exercise his vital functions in the economy of States. One would like 
to be able to read what history will say of their record!

Rumania ani Poland. 
Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) 
presented the report of the Joint Foreig 1 Committee. 


The Committee has given careful consideration to the motion passed at the 
‘ Hoard meeting: “ That the Joint Foreign Committee be requested to con- 
whats eps can be taken to bring the facts regardigg the ontrage at Soroca 
i¢ notice of the League of Nations ; and secondly, to secure from the 
inian Government adequate compensation. for the dependents of the 
ed men.” The Committee is ofthe opinion that it is inadvisable under 
nt circumstances to take any action ris-d-vis the League of Nations. It 
however, addressed a communication to the Rumanian Government, 
ugh its Ambassador in London, urging the carly appointment of a public 
Commission of Enquiry. 
‘The Committee -has given careful consideration to the terms of the 
~ucation Law recently passed by both Houses of the Polish Parliament. The 
OW has not yet been promulgated, and its provisions are still liable to revision. 
i regard to the Minorities’ Schoole, the Law merely legilises a@ situation 
‘ich in fact already existed. Many of its provisions are expressed in vague 
ns, but the Committee is of the opinion that none of them can be said to be 
clear violation of the Minorities’ Treaty. The Law undoubtedly provides 
‘ope for arbitrary and varied interpretation, but criticism in relation to the 


reat rights of minorities must await experience of the manner in which it is 
‘Cministered. 


Mr. MONTEFIORE, referring to the Soroca affair, said that on the 
one hand, t.ey had to consider how best to impress on the Rumanian 
Government the anxiety and the alarm which were felt by the 
Jewish people not only of this country but of all the great countries 
of Europe as wellas Americaat tie recent events in Rumania. They 
had also to consider how to avoid giving any grounds for suspicion— 
Which was latent, however unjustified—that the Minorities on 
occasion used these grievances in order to damage the reputation of 
their country in the eyes of civilised nations in general and the 
League of Nation; in particular. This they had to avoid as far as 
they could. They had to bear in mind that it was always easy to 
‘inflame local Rumanian opinion on subjects of this sort. Bearing 


this in mind the Committees carefully considered the Resolution | 


which was adopted at the last meeting of the Bo rd and came to the 
conclusion that the best step they could tate was to address to the 


Rumanian Government a letter calling their attention to the very 


Unsatisfactory and inadequate steps that had been taken to clear up 
re events at Soroca, in which five young Jews aad Jewesses lost 
heir lives. This they had done, and they had pressed. urgently 


on the Ramanian Government the necessity for carrying out the 
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half-promise of the Prime Minister to appoint a public Parliamentary 
Enquiry into the events. Mr. Montefiore also stressed the fact that 
if they could pursue direct negotiations with the Government, it was 
much more satisfactory and they could achieve more than by attempt- 
ing to use publicity in these affairs; and, therefore, before they could 
even consider the possibility of a petition it was, he thought, only 
wise that they should use every other method that was open. 

Mr. A. S. DIAMonD (West London), referring to the paragraph 
dealing with the Education Law recently passed in Poland, com- 
plained of lack of information on the subject. He moved that this 
paragraph be referred back for further information. , 

Mr. J. ALTMAN (S. Hackney) re‘erring to the boycott of Jews in 
Poland, mentioned ceftain trad»s from which the Jews were 
excluded by ths Government, and urged upon the Committee that 
unless they took the matter up thousands upon thousands of Jews 
woul suffer starvation, particularly in the smaller towns. 

Mr. Leonarp G. Montertore said the Board would be well advised 
not to pursue this particular question of the Polish schools. As to the 
economic boycott, when onecame toconsider any question of infrac- 
tion of Minorities’ Treaties one should, before expressing any opinion, 
study the Clauses very carefally. There was no Clause which dealt 
with economic conditions, and before they considered any question of 
& petition it would require an expert in international law, and some- 
one who had studied those Treaties very minutely before they could 
express any very adequate opinion. It might interest the Board to 
know that-in the whole ten years since the Minorities’ Treaties came 
into force about two hundred or so had been accepted as receivable 
by the Secretariat of the League, but only eleven had been found 
effective. So that, to succeed, in a petition, they had to safeguard 
themselves in every possible way. And even then it was by no 
means probable that they would succeed. In this particular case he 
did not think that there was any possibility whatever of succeeding 
in a petition, much as one might regret it. 

Dr. IskAEL FELDMAN (Great), speaking as a member of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, hoped that Mr. Diamond would see his way clear 
to withdraw his amendment to Paragraph 4. At the same time, 
he felt the utmost sympathy with him because there was a tendency 


in all their Reports to ba very concise and to give much less- 


information than the Board was justified:in expecting. .He hoped 
that the Secretariat and the various Chairmen of Committees would 
bear that point in mind in future Re; orts, because he thought that, 
in principle, Mr. Diamond, although he had chosen a rather weak 
case, was absolutely justified in bringing that matter to the notice of 
the Board. But in the circumstances he hoped that he would with. 
draw his amendment. 

Mr. Diamond's amendment was defeated by a large majority, and 
the Report was carried. 

Presentation to Mr. Rich. 

At this stage of the proceedings, a presentation was made by the 
President to Mr. J. M. Rich, who -recently resigned from the 
Secretaryship of the Board. In making the presentation, which 
took the form. of an Address, a portable typewriter and a cheque for 
£50, Mr. Goldsmid said that the Address which he was going to read 
to them shortly, expressed far better than he could the feelings 
which had actuated members of the Board in making Mr. Rich that 
small presentation. Mr. Rich, during his years of service to the 
Board, had earned the esteem and goodwill of all its members, and 
they were grateful to him for all which he did during that period. 
Mr. Rich could be assured of their very cordial goodwill and sincere 
wishes in the wider sphere to which he had been called. Daring 
the whole period when he (the President) and Mr. Rich had worked 
together, they had never had one single serious difference. 

Mr. GOLDSMID announced, amid applause, that Mr. Rich had 
decided to donate the £50 to some charitable purpose. 

Major Istpore SALMON, M.P. (United Synagogue) associated him. 
self with the remarks made by the President. 3 

Mr. Ricu, in his reply, thanked the Deputies for the kindness 
they had shown him in the past, and said that he hoped that he 
would still have the pleasure of knowing that they were always his 
friends. 

Shechita Comm ttee. 

Mr. ELSLEY ZEITLYN presented the Report of the Shechita Com- 

mittee, which stated: 

A public meeting under the mgis of the Imperial Fascist League “ to ex 

the Facts about the Barbarous Jewish Method of Slaughter of Cattle for Food,” 
was announced to take. place at the Town Hail, Hampstead, on April 8th, 1932. 
The notice specifically prohibited the admission of Jews. Upon the terms of 
the notice being brought to the attention of the Town Clerk, by a local resident, 
the Council cancelled its permit for the use ofthe Hal. The Chairman has 
made arrangements for the attendance of persons well qualified to speak on 
behalf of Shechita if the meeting should take place elsewhere. 

Dr. IsRAEL FeLpDMAN urged that the meetings of this body were 
not worthy of their attention, and that they should avoid giving 
them the publicity which they were seeking. He hoped that any 
meetings organised by them would not be attended, and that if 
representatives of the Deputies did attend they would take no part 
in the proceedings. 

Mr. ZEITLYN made it clear that what the Committee intended 
was the attendance of non-Jews. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., thought it was wise wherever 
possible to have somebody who would endeavour to contradict any 
false ideas which were spread about by anybody, no matter how 
unimportant it might be. | 

The Report was carried, as was also that of the Education 
Committee, moved by Lady SripLMan.

This simple, straightforward ‘interpretation of Rashi is in 
sant contrast to the elaborate explanation offered by Jebudah 
Halevi: The g'ory of God means the whole of the angels and 
spiritual beings, as well as the throne, chariot, firmament, wh els 
spheres, and other imperishable beings. All this is styled * glory, 


justas a king's retinue is called his splendour. Perhaps that was 
what Moses desired, when he said, ‘I*beseech Thee, show me Thy 
giory. God fulfilled his wish on thé condition that he shou!(] not 


see lis fave which no mortal could endure, as He said, ‘And thou 
shalt see My back parts, but My face shall not This includes 
the glory which the prophet’s eye could bear, and there are things 
in its wake which even our eye can behold, as the ‘cloud’ and (the 
devouring fire,’ because we are accustomed to seethem. The higher 
degrees of these are so transcendental that even prophets cannot 
poreeive them” (Kuzari iv., 3). 

“In a cleft: of the rock.” Physical danger threatened Moses 
while God revealed Himself, because the manifestation norma!ly 
took the form of a scorching flame. For that reacon the srot chosen 
for him was a hollow in the mountain side where he wou! be 
sheltered from the heat. He would be further protected by being 
covered by the hand of God. Compare the similar phraseo!>yy in 
Isaiah xlix., 2: “In the shadow of His hand hath He hid me.” 
Probably the meaning is that a shadow would come between Moses 
and the Divine flame which would shield him from the intensity of 
the heat and glare.

an passing interest. 
A careful reading of the introduction to the Sermon suggests 
‘hat the author intended to convey a parallel to the Ten Command. 
nts. He indicates that the whole of Isracl was present, and that 
sus went up into the mountain. The writer was apparently 
\inking of Sinai and of Moses on the Mount; and as one well-known 
»ristian theologian states, the intention was to contrast the two 


ws-——the one old, imperfect, and transitory; the other new, 


serfect, and definitive. 

Rat this is a point. by the way, and is of no great significance. 
at does matter, however, is the fundamental difference between 
‘he two do-uments. The Ten Commandments are simple ordinances, 
ted with a certain crispness, to regulate man's relation to Cod, 
society. and to himself They begin with a recognition of the 
ine and a prohibition of idol worship ; there follow the ordinance 
{the Sabbath as a social institution and the duty of honouring 
arents; marriage is sanctified; so is human life; honesty is 
‘'voeated as a matter of right; truth in intercourse is commended, 
nd self-control held up as an ideal. ‘So simple and vet so funda- 
mental are the Ten Commandments that it is by no means remark- 
able that they have become the governing principles of civilisation 
modern andin earlier ages. The Synagogue and the Church 
ke respect them. Their observance is within the bounds of 

sibility. They may be comprehended by even average minds. 

What of the Sermon on the Mount? It should be remembered 
that it is a sermon, that like most sermons it contains a shell as well 
is a kernel, and that while it may have been effective at the time it 

; delivered, it does not follow that its appeal will remain effective 
rail time. This particular sermon commences with the so-called 
atitudes.” Happiness of Blessedness is promised to certain 
sses of people—the poor in spirit, mourners, the meck, those who 
hunger and thirst after righteousness, the merciful, the pure in 
heart, and the peacemakers. Another version of the Sermon has a 
siighf variation here. Blessedness is held out to the hungry and to 
se who are hated of men; condemnation is uttered against the 
rch" Woe unto you that are rich.” 

This opening address can hardly be said to possess a universal 
cbaracter; it was applicable only to the particular audience present 
on the oceasion. Generally, poverty is by no means identical with 
coodness, any more than the possession of riches must of necessity 
he combined with evil. There are good men and women among the 
rich no less than among the poor; there are rogues among the poor 
as well as among the rich. Poverty in itself is not a virtue, nor 

‘ches a vice. Honest Christian commentators agree, as Loisy 
cmits, that Jesus had a bias against the rich. But a bias of any 
kind is @ weakness in asermon. Moreover, the mass of Jews have 
ved up to the standard of the Ten Commandments. Is the same 

i© of the miss of Christians in regard to the Sermon on the 
tount? Take a single instance: to the merciful and to the peace- 
makers the promise of happiness is held out. The implication is 
that to be merciful and to be a peacemaker are great ideals. Can 
‘t be said that to-day western civilisation, which claims to be pre- 
cominantly Christian, is merciful and loves peace ? 

The preacher next proceeds to improve upon the Ten Com- 
mandments. His method was well known to the Rabbis of those 
ays; in order to preserve the Commandments, they put a “fence” 
round them. The Jew was bidden not ‘to. kindle a light on the 
~ibbath ; the Rabbis “ fenced round”’ this prohibition by forbidding 

‘€ touching of a light on the Sabbath, realising, as they did, that 
.€@ who observed the second law would inevitably be forced to 
observe the first. The Halacha furnishes innumerable instances of 
‘he application of this principle.. The Preacher of the Sermon on 
the Mount did precisely what the Rabbis of old advocated, He 
puta“ fence”.round the Law. ‘The Eighth Commandment declares 
- Thou shalt not kill.” The Preacher “ fenced” this by saying in so 
any words—"“ There is no need to think of killing; it is bad 
enough to be angry with your fellow man, or call him names in 
public.” 

(Incidentally, it may be noted that, despite his own dictum, 
Jesus is guilty of this very failing. How did he speak of the 
Pharisees * He called them hypocrites, serpents, offspring of 
‘'pers ) Again, the Seventh Commandment declares: Thou shalt 
hot commit adultery. Jesus put a fence round this by saying in so 
many words—"' Don’t even look at a woman with desire.” For the 
sermon the “fence” ig picturesque; but it is by no means original, 
for it may be found in a modified form in the Talmud. But has it 
the Saine Objectivity as the Commandment? And what of the 
Virtue of conquering evil inclinations? Similarly most effective in 
«sermon, but only in a sermon, is the advice “If thy right eye 
Causeth thee to stumble, pluck it out and cast it from thee. . . , 
‘nd if thy rigot hand causeth thee to stumble, cut it off.” Picturesque, 
certainly ; and an excellent lesson in driving home the tmportance 


of the Tenth Commandment. But the Tenth Commandment is the 
kernel, the other is but the shell. | 

Soin the rest of the Sermon on the Mount Jesus preaches on 
these lines about swearing, urging that men should abstain from all 
oaths in order to put a “fence” round the Third Commandment ; 
that men should not resist evil : “ Whosoever smiteth thee on thy 
right cheek, turn to him the other also. And if any man would go 
to law with thee and take away thy coat, give him thy cloak also. 
And whosoever shill compel thee to go one mile, go with him two.” 
Saintly advice, it may be said. But even if this is Christian theory, 
is it, or bas it been, Christian practice? Perhaps the advice is too 
theoretical. To carry it out would be to bring about the dissolution 
of Society. If this is true, the advice is a weakness in the sermon. 
It passes only as so many things are accepted which occur in 
sermons—undigested thoughts, momentary and impulsive ideas, 
merely bubbles in the air. 

There is yet more to the same effect. If a man robs you, give 
him that also which he has still left you. Why? Because it is 
your duty to love your enemies! Have men fever loved their 
enemies? Surely the preacher's zeal here outran his discretion. It 
is difficulé enough to love your neighbour as yourself; but to love 
yourenemy? Jewish teaching in regard to a man’s enemy is more 
practical. “If thine enemy be hungry give him bread to eat; and 
if he be thirsty, give him water to drink.” The homiletical licence 


of Jesus in this instance does not stand alone. Here and there he 


becomes so enthusiastic as to run to excess. Trust in God, he 
preaches. In fact, “be not anxious for your life, what ye shall 
eat and what ye shall drink.’ Look at the birds; “they sow 
net, neither do they reap.” They just rely on God and He feeds them 
Is not this sermonising to a high degree? The preacher's intention 
is clear: he desires to inculcate trust in God. But if men were not 
anxious for the morrow, progress would be impossible. Moreover, 


is it quite true that the birds do not need to seek their food? A 


sparrow in winter must needs seek far and wide. Thestatement is, 
of course, overdone; it is apreacher’'s licence. But it cannot surely 
be taken literally. What would became of the joy of work and the 
satisfaction of achievement ? 

The Sermon on the Mount is a species of Midrash—homiletical 
and often fanciful interpretation of Biblical texts. Muidrasiive 
literature has much charm and comeliness, qualities which 
characterise the Sermon on the Mount. The Ten Commendments, 
on the other hand, from a clear-cut, logical whole, fitted to be the 
foundation on which to build up a religious and ethical system 
suitable not merely for Jews but for mankind. The Sermon on the 
Moount is a popular address, excellent in construction and Jewish in 
sentiment—but a sermon and nothing more. Like all other sermons, 
its effect was intended to be temporary; the Ten Commandments 
are for all time.

M. Coty is of the opinion that the Jewish Agency controls the 
Zionist movement, and he attributes to the Agency almost revolu- 
tionary tendencies. He praises, however, the -Agudat Israel for 
adhering to the Jewish religion and for opposing the tendency to

Professor Brodetsky on his Visit. 
DETERMINATION TO GO AHEAD. 


Professor S. Brodetsky, who returned on Sunday from a three 
.oeks’ visit to Palestine, has some interesting things to say in the 
following interview which he accorded to JEWISH CHRONICLE 

«rites our representative). 3 

First giving his impressions of the visit, Professor Brodetsky 
-aid: “The chief impression which I carried away from Palestine 
was that the Jewish Yishud is thoroughly well established and that 
what foundations have so far been laid in Palestine are very 
(rmly laid. The spirit of Palestine Jewry is one of unquestioning 
jJetermination to goahead. To one coming from the Galut with its 

cessive pre-occupation with political matters, it comes as a 
breath of invigorating air to find Jews living in obviously normal 
conditions of self-dependence with a conviction of success that 
drives all obstacles away. The Yishub is continually working. 
h.lestine seems to be changing from day to day. (It\ is, perhaps, 
characteristic of Palestine that when we stayed in Haifa the second 
storey of a hduse was being built while the first storey was already 
occupied by a family). This applies to agricultural development as 
well as to industrial and commercial development. , 

“ The future of Haifa is incalculable. I had the opportunity of 
going over the Harbour Works and seeing at close quarters what is 
being done. I also conversed with the heads of the Jewish Com- 
munity, and there can be no doubt that Haifa will before very long 
become one of the most important sea-ports in the Mediterranean, 
It is not only the port for the Jewish hinterland in the Emek, etc., 
but it is going to be the link between Europe and the vast resources 
o Western Asia, possibly also for India.

IL belicve that 
there arc po sibilities for } olitica! limprove ment which we may be able to 
benetit during the coming months. ‘Much hard will be require, 
but perhaps what will be r- quired more than any hing else, isthe proofof 
Jewish’ determination to work in Palestine. Over and over again 
[ got the feeling that one of our creat weaknesses politically is 
our obvious financial weakness. The = financial situati.n of the 
Jewish Agency is not a purely internal question. It affects the 
prestige of the Agency in Palestine itself vis-a-vis the Yishub, but 
most important of all it has a definite bearing upon our relations with the 
Covernment. I sincerely hope that the political possibilities which now 
appear visible will not be wasted through slackness on the part of world 
Jewry. lI here refer both to national finances and to private capital. 

“Phere has been a considerable increase in interest in Palestine from 
the point of view of the private investor or the small capitalist. This is 
& most important and valuable development and everything must bedone 
to encourage it, and I am glad to be able to say that I saw a considerable 
amount of evidence of increased interest in this connection among 
numbers of visitors to Palestine, especially. Engish. But it is equally 
important that the funds of the Movement shall b2 stren: thened so that 
we may proceed with settling Jews upon that land which is in our 
possession and still remains unsettled, and also the Agency may 
carry out ali those functions which are expected of it by the Yishud and 
the Govcroment. 

“Ths Execut ve has continually in mind the question of Arab-Jewish 
rclations, and whatever is possib’e is being done in order to improve these. 
! believe that the difficulty has been in many respects fostered artificially, 
and that given peace and quiet in Pal stine the Jews and the Arabs 
Will settle down to live together in a manne: satisfactory to both. 

“ With regard to the French Reporis, as you kuow, the first part of 
Mr. French's report was written several months ago.

PALESTINE’S COLOSSAL INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 


[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 
A new era was inaugurated in the commercial and industrial 
spheres of Palestine with the opening of the Levant Fair. This 
year's Fair is the fifth of its kind. To those who, like the present 
Writer, remember the first Tel-Aviv Exhibition in 1923 held in the 
Boys' Schoq], there seems to be far more colossal progress than 
nine brief years would warrant, ‘The really large grounds 


of the present Fair contain a bewildering variety of exhibits: 
from the U.S.S.R. Payilion to the Palestine Citrus Pavilion; 
from Roneo steel furniture and Imperial typewriters to Pales 

tine textiles; from the Amusements Park with its various up-to-date 
contrivances and switchbacks to the first Hebrew wireless 

broadcasting station ever installed—there is enough to stock any 

first-class Fair. The High Commissioner delivered an interesting | 
address, and in declaring the Fair open he said: “It is an undeniable 
fact that is sometimes forgotten, that a prosperous urban community 

is one of the greatest assets to the maintenance of a prosperous 

agricultural community, Primary producers r quire a good home 

market as well as a good foreign market; one important lesson we 

can learn from the Levant Fair to-day is that the interests of the 
urban and rural communities are closely interwoven.” General 
Wauchope mentioned particularly the diagrams shown by the General 
Federation’ of Jewish Labour in Palestine, which, in his opinion, 
were of exceptional interest. 


Palestine Questions in Parliament. 
A P&ESS CENSORSHIP ? 

Mr. WepGwoop (Lab., Néwcastle-under-Lyme) asked the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies in the House of Commons, last week, 
whether, in view of the repeated attacks in the press in Palestine 
on the British Government, on Members of that House, and on the 
Jews, he would take steps to impose a stricter press censorship in 
Palestine. | 

Sir Purtir said: Consideration is being given 
to the amendment of legislation regarding the press in Palestine. I 
may add that the Palestine Press Bureau bas recently been recon- 
stituted, and its functions have been extended, with a view to the 
establishment of c'oser relations between the press and the Govern- 
ment. 

EARL WINTERTON (C., Horsham and Worthing): Will the Right 
Hon. Gentleman be very careful before he adopts the repressive 
measures advocated by the front Opposition bench in this matter, 
and will he remember that in the past the Press censorship has had 
the very opposite effect to that desired by the Right Hon. Gentleman 
(Mr. Wedgwood). 

Mr. WeEpGWoop: Will the Minister also remember that the 
advice we have bad from Mahommedans in Palestine has boen from 
those who are not precisely favourable to Great Britain? 

There was no reply. 

Jews Employed cn Public Woras. 


Mr. DAVip ADAMS (Lab., Tonlar S.) asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies what additional number of Jews had been 
employed on public works in Palestine in fullilment of the promise 
made by the Prime Minister to Dr. Weizmann in bis letter of the 
13th February, 1931, that Jews would be employed according to the 
proportion of taxes paid by them. 7 

Sir CuNLIFFE-LISTER reminded the hon. member that the 
actual wording of the Prime Minister's undertaking to Dr. Weizmann 
was as follows: “ With regard to public and ‘municipal works 
falling to be financed out of public funds the claim of Jewish 
labour to a due share of the employment available, taking into 
account Jewish contributions to public revenue shall be taken into 
consideration.” The Government of Palestine was endeavour ng in 
consultation with the Executive of the Jewish Agency to devise a 
suitable formula for the determination of the Jewish share of 
employment on public works, and in the meantime steps had been 
taken to increase the number of Jews employed on public works. 
Excep', however, in the case of Haifa Harbour works, where 340 
Jews were employed at December 31st, 1931, as compired with 183 
at December 31st, 1930, no figures were available.

“TELL ENGLAND” WITHD AWN. 


CARNIVAL, A HARBINGER OF PEACE, 
(From a Correspondent. | 


Perhaps the most significant event of the past month centres. 


round the film “Tell England,” which had to be taken off by order 
of the Government after it had been shown for two nights. The 
banning of the film prevented ugly scenes during the remaining 
nights of the week. The Shaw Commission attempted to show that 
the riots of 1929 were in no way an exhibition of anti-British 
sentiment. It was purely a question of anti-Zionism, the Com. 
mission found, although there wis much evidence to show that 
those who instigated the outbreak were no friends of England. It 
is doubtful whether there could have been any other expression of 
anti-British feeling so strong r so pointed as this. Jewish critics 
of the Mandatory have not been slow, in this connection, to stress 
that where there are sgns of trouble affecting England, the 
Palestine Administration is quick to act and nips trouble in the 
bud. Similar efficiency is not, it is pointed out, always noticeable 
where the honour of the Jewish people is concerned. 


I amcertain I am no false prophet when I say that within ven 
years the Tel Aviv Parim Carnival will, for Jews at least, become 
more popular than that of Nice or of any of the more famous 
Carnivals of Europe. And deservedly so, In previous years any- 
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one who desired to advertise his wares and could afford a lorry 
entered for the Carnival. Last year a sanitary dustbin was one of 
the main attractions! This year the Committee, composed 
mainly of artists with Rubin at its head, worked out a careful 
programme and eliminated almost all advertising. The 
result was a delight to the eye. It is difficult to explain the 
almost childlike enthusiasm and excitement of the tourists 
who watched the Carnival from roof or balcony, from a window or 
from the street. In Poland, for instance, the economic condition of 
the Jews has been so appalling in recent times that our visitors 
little dreamed that Jews could laugh so freely and give themselves 
to the merriment of the moment with such complete abandon. On 
all sides there were expressions of wonderment and delight. 
American visitors expected to find Tel-Aviv in the throes of a crisis, 
or worried about political problems which loom so large in all 
discussions on Palestine. They found a town with Jews in their 
thousands dancing in the streets till after midnight and enjoying 
neshajim in all the large halls of the town, They had imagined 
perpetual war between Jews and Arabs and discovered Tel-Aviv thick 
with Arabs enjoying the fun, langhing and dancing with the rest. 


The month ended with the death of Rabbi Sonnenfeld. In 
Jerusalem religion is not a cleak to be worn on Saturdays and left 
hanging in a cupboard for the rest of the week. It is an ever 
burning fire which too often bursts into flame. Rabbi Sonnenfeld 
was the father of the Aqudists whose disagreement with Nationalist 
Jews on fundamentals often threatened to split Palestine Jewry into 
two warring camps. The Rabbi made a most picturesque figure at 
nil official functions; not one of which would he, in spite of his 
great age, ever miss. It is vital for the Jews of Palestine that the 
successor to Rabbi Sonnenfeld sheuld understand the absolute need 
forthe Yishub to be united. He must combine strong religious 
convictions with an appreciation that. ~ heretics’’ may also be Jews 
and that the House of Israel cannot be split up without serious 
repercussions upon Agudiats and heretics "alike.

The dental clinic organised in conjunctioa 
with the Je vish Heal h Organisation found it elf in financial! difficulties 
at the end of 1931, and is now in danver of havin: toclo eits doors. An 
attempt bas been made t» co-operat wits the Child Guidance Council. 
Many d a:iic economies have b eneffected. Lnspite of this, the Accounts 
sti | show a large overdraft at the bank and, in consequence, the activities 
of the Association have been somewhat hampered and curtaied. The 
thanks and gratitude of the Associ tion are due to Messrs. Myers, Davies 
and Co., who in the e hard times hav» undertaken to audit the accounts 
in «mn honorary capacity. In November, 1931 Mr. J. A. Wolfe resigned 
from the pos.tin of Chairman of the Exec itive Committee aiter four 
yeais of office. Mr. E. M. Hals'ed was clec'ed Chai man in p'ac> of Mr. 
Wolfe. Mr. D. 8. Woolf bas been elected Jcint Honorary Secretary. It 
has not been possible to fill the office of Honorary Sports Offic r, rendered 
vacant by the res'gnation of Mr. D. M‘ndoza last year, and a volunteer 
for this imp rtant post would be welcomed. In conc usion, we would 
again stress the need for more voluntary workers willing to spare an 
evening or two a week t» the services of the Community.” 

The following officers were elected: Sir Max J. Bonn, K.B.E., 
President; Dr. Israel Feldman, Major H. L. Nathan, M.P. and 
Messrs. E. Levy, R. S. Makower. Vice-Presidents ; E. M. Joseph, O.B.E., 
Hon. Treasurer ; Ernest M. Halsted, Chairman of the Executive ;

the Movement.” 

Miss AARONS said that the idea of a central organisation where 
all Senior members affiliated to the A.J.Y. could meet had often 
occurred to her, the organisation to be carried on by a Committee 
composed of the boys and girls themselves. An alternative was the 
organisation of a rotary club whereby members’ could meet weekly 
at club buildings having the most suitable accommodation.

Attaining Iewish Manhood: Barmitsvah Addresses: by Jacob Katz 
‘Bloch Publishing Company, New York. $2.50). 


I must confess to have taken up this book with considerable 
misgivings: for | have only once been intimately associatec with a 
Barmit:vah address, and that in a passive capacity. To my surprise 
and delight, however, I discovered that the orations contained in 
this volume are of a different genus, being intended to be delivered 
by, and not at, the hero of the occasion. There is one for every 
Sabbath of the year, with a few extra for special occasions: and 
the majority of them were actually recited on the platform of the 
Montefiore Hebrew Congregation, of New York, of which the author 
is Rabbi. 

The average American child must have attained a high standard 
of homiletic and oratorical excellence if these eloquent addresses 
are to be taken as characteristic of his attainments. The English 
reader will, however, be fascinated above all by the perorations in 
which the fortunate youth is maie to express his feelings of 
gratitude to those responsible for having introduced him to his 
present happy state. They will provide, indeed, remarkable material 
for the historian of the future to reconstruct the social life of 
Trans-Atiantic Jewry in the twentieth century. The following 
touching passage is typical: 

Dear Father and Mother: My thanks to you will be expressed in 
continued conformity to the ideals practised in our home, and my pay- 
ment to ;ou will consist in giving my best to society. . . . 

For the sensitive child we have the following : 


Dear Parents: My heart beats faster, my lips falter, my nerves grow 
tense as I turn to you. . . . Whatshall I say to you? Thanks in 
public are uncalled for. . . . 


The patriotic element is not, of course, lacking : 

Dear father and mother: By opposing goodness to unselfishness I 
hope to bring to the Jew in America the highest terms of respect and 
admiration. . . « 

Bat what one especially admires in the volume is the preparedness 
for all emergencies. The penultimate address ends thus: 

Dear parents : Words cannot express our deep appreciation for the 
loving care bestowed upon us. We hope that our actions will reveal the 
truth of what to-day are only promises. . . . Thensha!ll we grow into 
men, a pride to Israelin America. . . . 

The unwary reader might imagine that the plural “ we” is royal, 
oreditorial. Butitisnot. The address is forthe use oftwins! Only 
one point remains obscure: whether this oration is to be delivered 
by the two heroes of the occasion vicariously, simultaneously or 


successively. CR. 


THE CURSE OF BABEL. 


‘Tee Life of Zamenhof,” translated from the original Esperanto of 
Edmond Privat by Ralph Eliott. (Allen and Unwin, 4s. 6d.). 


This is a remarkable story of the achievements of a great 
humanitarian. Ludovic Lazarus Zamenhof, the son of a Jewish 


schoolmaster, was born in Bielostok in 1859 (the date is incorrectly 
given as 1875 on the frontispiece). Even as a child his heart was 


troubled by the estrangement between Jews, Russians, Poles, 
Germans and Lithuanians in his native land. Especially was 
he moved by the sufferings of his fellow-Jews, and he later 
advocated as a remedy a policy which he called “ Hillelism.” 
This was designed as a humanitarian programme midway between 
nationalism and assimilation, but it was too unpractical to make 
any headway. Zamenhof abandoned his ancestral faith, although 
he continued to profess his belief in spiritual values. Similarly, he 
confessed his attachment to the Jewish race, although he refused 
to join the Zionist movement. “I am unable (he wrote in 1914) to 
associate myself with the aims and ideals of a particular race or 
religion. ... For this reason, in spite of the heartrending suffer. 
ings of my unhappy race, I am unwilling to associate myself with 
Jewish Nationalism, and will work only for absolute justice between 
men. It must be for us a sad reflection that Zamenhof’s personal 
experiences unfortunately led him to confuse religion with bigotry 
and nationality with Chauvinism. But however much we may 
regret this misunderstanding, we can be thankful that his 
native Jewish idealism was not denied all outlet. For many 
years he laboured with great self-sacrifice as an occulist 
among the poor Jews of Warsaw. Only this week in the East 


End of London I met a former patient of his who gratefully 


recalled the doctor's benefactions. But his self-sacrifice found 
better-known expression in his great work for Esperanto. In spite 
of ridicule and persecution, he eventually won world-wide recogni- 
tion for this international language of his own invention. It was 
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not designed to supersede any existing tongue, but to be an auxi); r 
language which might provide a neutral ground for the unconstr,;, od 
meeting and fraternisation of all peoples. When Zamenhof dio.) t 
1917, the War seemed to have frustrated his life’s work, yet it 
only a temporary setback that his cause then suffered.

But they wil! be 
found invaluable by teachers. It is to be hoped that, with this 
example to follow, an attempt will be made to.apply the method (to 
essentially Jewish history, after the fali of the Jewish State 
Hoéxter's “ Quelenbuch zur Judischen Geschichte und Literatur:

Education Aid Society. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Annual Report of the year’s work of the Education Aid Society 
has been issued by the Commi tee, of which Mr. A. J. Makower is 
Chairman, and Mr. E. Royalton Kisch is Hen. Secretary. The following is 
an abstract: 

_ During 1931, 70 new applications were received; 21 were assisted, 5 finan- 
cially and 16 in other ways. Of the students already on the Society's books a 
gratifying number have successfully completed their courses and entered their 
professions, Science, and particularly medicine, constitutes the largest field of 
activity. In addition to the 25 students already on the Socie.y’s books, 4 new 
ones were assisted, anaking 29 in ail in this section. The activities of the 
music section have been deliberately curtailed in view of the present economic 
situation. The Society had 7 music students on its books during 1931, one of 
whom was again promiiment among the prizewinners at the Royal Academy last 
summer. In the art section there were only 2 applicants, neither of whom 
Was assisted financially. One s'udent of architecture successfully completed 
the course for which he asked the Society's help, and has secured an appoint- 
ment in a Government office. During the year, Education Aid Society students 
were successful at Oxford, Cambridge and London. In spite of the economic 
depression the Society has received gratifying tes imony to the success of its 
efforts in the increased repayments, which amounted in the year to no less than 
£830 as compared with £680 in 1930. The Society has been severely handi- 
capped through lack of funds and its only available security is only saleable at a 
substantial loss, The financial crisis has caused a serious reductien in sub- 
Scriptions and donations, although repayments by students have been remark-

one of those socicties, but the figures set out below have been extracted from 
the officially published Balance-sheets (some of the year 1930 and some of 
the year 193 ) of twenty of these organisations. The annual inco:ne of these 
charitable institutions amounts to £50,623 1s. 9d., and. he annual expendi- 
ture to £52,269 5s. 7d. This does not include money contributed by the 
Jewish Community tothe funds of the Zioni-t Org misation, which, on the 
date of 2lst September, 1931, i« given at £5,244 7s. 9a. It also does not 
include monies contributed towards the Ukrainian Fund or transmitted in 
relief of distress of Russian and Polish Jews; nor does it include private 
charity administered on the initiative of individual-, and it also does not 
include substantial sums of money donated to nrany of the foreign rabbis 
who visit this country from time to time to collect financial supportf r 
Jewish seats of learning and other institutions in different par.s of the 
world. 

Lastly, there ar») in Manchester about eighty Friendly Soc eties each 
one of which has a secret distress fun! and it is es imated that 
between them the amount of charity dispensed in a year is not less than 
£3,000. What is state. above will, it is hoped, free the Jews of Manchester 
and Salford from the stigma of failure to support their poor, but this 
does not necessarily imply that the system on which charity in this c ty 
is being collected and dixpe sed is an ideal or an efficient one. And it 
is clearly up to thos: who lay claim to leadership to assist in devising 
a method which will prevent overlapping as well as omission and 
avoid exploitati non the part of professional beggars to the detriment 
of really deserving people. Realis'n: the burning ne d for ‘reform the 
D.. Moses Gaster Lodge of the Independent Order of B'nai B'rith in the 
year 1924, called a special meting of r. presentatives from every Jewish 
institution ia this city with the view of considering ways and mcacs of 
establishing a system of co-ordination.

THE DUBARRY (His Majesty s). 

A programme note warns the uninformed that this musical comedy 
sketch of the famous courtesan “ cannot be considered an exact hi-torical 
portrait.” Nor is there any particular pretence at representing the famous 
lady's character. Fortunately, however, the title réle has been entrusted 
to as charming and attractive a “leading lady” as ever walked the 
boards. Anny Ahlers, besides having a mop of the most intriguing 
hair, ofa tint thatisa joy to behold, has personality and poise, a pleasing 
and well trained voice, beauty, vivacity and considerable acting ability. 
So we forgive undistinguished if inoffensive music, a mediocre story, 
and somewbat tame humour in the lines. For Miss Ahlers is well 
supported by that pleasi.g singer and actor, Heddle Nash and by cheerful 
comedy onthe part of Clarice Hardwicke and Charles Heslop. . 
the producer felt some uncertainty as to the sum total of attractions in 
the show, so he dressed—or rather undressed—the chorus-ladies in the 
brothel scene in that style of plenitude and scantirmess which is supposed 
to be a sure recipe for securing crowded houses. Personally I should be 
prepared to wager that the sheer attractiveness of Miss Ahlers’ appearance 
and personali y would be enough to make successful the poorest material, 
while “The Dubarry” is certainly not that. The period of Louis XV. 
lends itself to charming extravagances in dress and the costumes in this 
show are definitely delightful. Edmund Willard makes an impressively 
“bad” Comte Dubarry, represented here to be a truly vile fellow— 
excepting, of course, that even Mr. Willard’s act cannot call the author's 
character-drawing to life. GJ. 

° HAMLET (Old Vic). 

Robert Harris’s fine and poetic rendering of Mark Antony, recently, 
raised our hopes of a better Hamlet than he gave us in this production. 
He had obviously devoted care and thought to his conception of the 
character, but it was not until his disowning of Ophelia that it reaily 


began to live at all. That and the scene of denunciation of his 
mother were the best, except for the lighter scenes with Polonius 
and with Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, where the instinctive 


vaicty and .wit of his happier days were cleverly sugcested. A grave 
flaw throughout the play, but specially in the earlier scenes, was 
Mr. Harris's dropping of the voice to such a low pitch that even from 
the front of the house it was often difficult to catch his words. Presum- 
ably with the object of avoiding purple patches some of -the greatest 
speeches were slurred over. One had the impression rather of a mind 
exercised by a problem than of a soul in torment, for even his frenzies 
of grief and passion did not ring very true. A Claudius who combined 
the treacherous deceit of his brother's murderer with strong hints of the 
charm that won his widow was given by Alaistair Sim. Ophelia could, 
with advantage, have been a little less placid in the earlier sceres. but 
Phyllis Thomas made her madness a moving thing with her high-pitched 
songs to which she gave a vacant and sometimes a false tone, adding in 
realism what was lost in®weetness. Ralph Richardson doubled the parts 
of the ghost, which he played with grave majesty and deep beauty of 
voice, and the First Gravedig er, a delicious bit of comedy acting.

Passover. 

By AUNTIE. 
WISH you all a very happy Festival, 
] Last week I drew attention to some 
aspects of Passover, and I should like, 
without going over too familiar ground, 
to add a few comments this week on points 

which occur to me. 
“KITCHEN JUDAISM.” 

I fear that the aspect of Passover that is 
most impressed on the minds of some of my 
young readers—and perhaps some of the older 
ones as well—is that which reaches them 
through their mouths and stomachs. The 
complete change of diet for a week, the pre- 
parations in the kitchen, the change of 
crockery—these are visible, tangible, and 
doubtless palatable, signs of a festive cele- 
bration. I hope that the externals (perhaps 
I ought rather to say “ internals”) will not be 
regarded as the be-all and end-all of the 
Festival, but that those who eat the matszot, 
charoset and the rest will partake also of the 
spiritual food of which these are but the signs 
and symbols. I do not despise what bas been 
called by some disparagingly “ kitchen 
Judaism.” The Jewish housewife has been 
taught thereby the lessons of care and cleanli- 
ness (we have made spring cleaning at Pesach 
time a religious rite!), and the Jewish home 
has been turned into a temple, the Jewish 
table into an altar. But we must not lose 
sight of the fact that all this is but a means 
to an end. It-has been said that an army 
marches on its stomach (meaning that it 


cannot go faster than supplies); let not the - 


Jew march on his stomach, but use his 
spiritual legs, as it were, to get to heaven. 
“I Have Livep.” 

A physician who passed unscathed through 
the turmoils of the French Revolution was 
asked what he did in that troublous time, He 
answered J'ai véow lived!”). So, on every 
Festival we give thanks to God that He has 
kept us alive, and sustained us, and brought 
us to the festive season. On Passover this 
Shehechiyanu blessing is of special signifi- 
cance, We can offer it up fervently both as 
members of the Jewish people and as 
individuals. As the Haggadah reminds us, 
it was not only in Egypt that we have 
been exposed to peril. In all ages “ men 
have risen up against us to destroy us, 
but the Holy One, blessed be He, has 
delivered us from their hands.” The 
Redemption from Egypt was but a type of the 
deliverance which we have éver received from 
our Father in Heaven. We have not only to 
live, but to live to some purpose. Our preser- 
vation is surely not that we may enjoy the 
good things of life of a material kind; it is 
that we may do the good things of life, show 
that the Jew and his Judaism stand for some- 
thing high and noble. 

WonDERS AND BENEFITS. 
The ancient Rabbis loved to dwell on the 


miracle of Passover. It was, indeed, a miracle 


that a horde of slaves should have been able 
to march out under the very eyes of their 
taskmasters and oppressors and make their 


way to Sinai and the Promised Land to start | 
pew national and religicus life. There is a 


passage in the Haggadah which tells how the 
Rabbis, by a sort of mathematical jugglery, 
multiplied the miracles that were associated 


to bear in mind that the wonders and benefits 
to which they allude have not ceased. Our 
spiritual eyes are clouded nowadays with a 
sort of cataract, a film that dims our vision 
to the miracles going on around us, of which, 
as God's chosen people, we have our full share. 
Some are apt to smile at the quaint fancies 
of the Rabbis and to treat the passage to 
which I have referred as a childish conceib. 
It is nothing of the kind. We have become 
so familiar with wondrous things that we take 
everything for granted and as a matter of 
fact. We ought to dwell on the extraordinary 
vicissitudes through which we have passed, 
and reflect that while other great peoples of 
the past have dropped into oblivion, we still 


assemble round our family tables to celebrate 


our ancient rites. Our homes are lit by 
electricity; marvellous machinery bakes the 
matzot; our prayer-books are printed by 
equally wonderfal machines; messages of 
greeting may be flashed to us across the ocean 
without wires. But all these wonders are as 
nought beside the miracle of our preservation. 
Let us not, in reciting the account of the 


miracles of yore, forget the miracles of to-day! —
